Should  we  not  in  this  trying  day  search 
our  own  hearts  :J       We  need  go  no  farther. 

Are  we  ready  to  give  of  our  surplus,  to  give 
of  ourselves  to  those  in  need  p  Ls  it  a  joy  to 
us  to  give  to  the  Lord  that  which  He  requests 
of  us  ? 

Is  there  unselfishness  in  our  homes?  Does 
kindness  rule  there?  Does  an  unselfish  love 
direct  our  family  life?  Then  we  have  made 
the  beginning  of  the  world's  conquest  of 
peace. 

What  about  our  neighbour?  Are  we 
solicitous  of  his  welfare?  Do  we  look 
charitably  upon  his  weaknesses?  Do  we 
recognize  his  virtues  without  jealousy?  Do 
we  try  to  love  him  ? 

In  our  business  affairs  do  we  refuse  to  take 
even  lawful  advantage  of  our  fellow  man? 
Will   we  divide  possible  profits  with  him? 

You  shepherds,  officials  of  the  Church,  are 
you  true  fathers  to  the  flock,  giving  love  and 
more   love  to   your   brethren   in  your  charge? 

These   are  the   simple,    unfailing   tests. 

Soul -lifting  is  the  sequence  of  events  when 
unselfishness  rises  in  the  human  heart ;  when 
the  real  brotherhood  of  men  is  accepted; 
when  there  is  a   surrender  to  the  divine  pro-

from  the  unselfish  man.  He  looks  with  for- 
giving compassion  upon  the  weaknesses  of 
others.  He  .seeks  to  succour  all  who  are 
in  need.  Such  service  begets  love,  the  im- 
pelling principle  of  divine  action.  Peace  is 
the  child  of  love — the  peace  of  soul  that  frees 
man  to  progress  towards  the  likeness  of  God. 
Thus  is  the  happy  ascending,  sequence:  Un- 
selfishness, charity,  love,  peace.  All 
creation  is  pleading,  praying,  and  weeping 
that  unselfishness  may  be  established  among 
men. 

In  contrast,  how  repulsive  is  selfishness! 
In  its  godless  world  of  uncertain  chance,  men 
are  brothers  only  by  courtesy;  rather,  the\ 
are  enemies  from  birth.  "  Each  for  him- 
self "  is  the  slogan.  The  evil  in  man 
blossoms  into  cruelty — at  home,  in  business, 
even  in  his  imagined  loves.  The  first-born 
of  selfishness  is  greed,  dripping  at  the  mouth. 
a       never-satisfied       appetite       for       material 


possessions,  however  acquired.  "  More  an  * 
more  "  is  greed's  cry.  The  world's  politi- 
cal history  is  mainly  the  story  of  man  .-> 
unappeased  greed.  when  defeated,  as  neeu , 
it  must  be  in  a  greedy  world,  greed  is  trans- 
muted into  hate  of  ad  who  stand  in  its  way 
or  do  better  in  a  grasping  world,  a  sour  hate 
of  life  itself.  Then,  as  night  follows  day, 
comes  war,  hate's  own  misshapen  child,  un- 
ending warfare,  hidden  in  human  hearts,  or 
spouting  famine  and  pestilence  over  sodden 
fields  of  battle,  until  the  hearts  of  men  are 
stilled  with  dread,  despair,  defeat  and  all 
the  other  devils  that  lead  to   death. 

Such  is  the  ungodly  downward  sequence, 
the  world's  enemy,  since  Cain  took  the  life 
of  Abel  :  Selfishness,  greed,  hate,  and  Avar — 
pouring  sorrow  over  the  earth. 

It  is  folly  to  build  great  armaments  of  steel 
for  defence  or  offence,  and  fail  to  build  the 
mightier  weapons  that  issue  from  obedience 
to  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ,  the  Gospel  of 
Peace.  Warships,  airships,  or  diplomacy  may 
end  a  war,  but  warfare  among  nations,  or 
business  leaders,  or  neighbours,  or  in 
families,  will  not  cease  until  men  obey  His 
word,  and  seek  unselfishly  and  in  might  t;,- 
love  one  another. 

Let  it  not  be  forgotten  that  the  winning 
of  peace  for  the  world  is  a  personal  respon- 
sibility. I  must  order  MY  life  for  peace,  as 
you  must  order  yours.  The  units  of  a 
nation  are  the  individual  citizens  ;  in  the  end, 
as  they  are,   the  nation   will  become.  For 

each  one  of  us  is  the  message :  I  am  the 
maker  of  peace. 

Some  will  say  that  man  is  incapable  of  the 
discovery  of  spiritual  truth  and  of  sufficient 
unselfish  action  to  bring  peace  upon  earth. 
That  is  but  sounding  brass,  the  challenge  of 
unbelief. 

There  is  in  every  man  a  deep  store  of 
power  which,  when  drawn  upon,  makes  men 
mighty  for  high  endeavour,  and  gives  more 
than  ordinary  human  .strength.  Out  of  the 
unseen  world,  that  fount  is  replenished  ;  it 
never  runs  dry.  ft  is  the  world's  pity  that 
so  few  use  it,  for  it  gives  not  only  power 
to  obey  and  to  do.  but  courage,  hope, 
understanding,  faith,  love  .and  all  other 
virtues  and  gifts  of  heaven.  Man,  of 
divine  pedigree,  can  perform  divinely  accept- 
able works,  when  in  prayer  to  God  be  draws 
upon  the  well  of  inner  power  with  which  every 
man  is  endowed.  Peace  will  come  to  earth

In  every  day  life,  sufficient  knowledge 
is  required,  under  the  law,  of  the  man 
who  wires  a  house  for  electricity,  builds  a 
storage  dam,  or  fills  a  decayed  tooth,  and 
these  workers  are  expected  to  perform 
their  labours  for  the  good  of  man.  The 
person  who  knows  may  speak  and  act 
with  authority.  Divine  omnipotence  it- 
self must  be  the  product  of  omniscience. 
In  the  fulness  of  his  knowledge  lies  God's 
mastery  over  universal  forces.  From 
out  of  that  limitless  power,  issues  his 
authority.  The  direction  of  that  autho- 
rityA  for  the  good  of  man,  is  born  of  the 
Lord's  infinite  love.  His  knowledge  is 
justly  and  lovingly  applied  and  becomes 
divine  mercy. 

The  relationship  of  authority  to  know- 
ledge, righteously  used,  appears  and  re- 
appears in  the  communications  of  the 
Lord  to  man.  '  It  is  impossible  for  a 
man  to  be  saved  in  ignorance ;  "  (D.  &  C, 
Sec.  131  :  6)  and'  "if  a  person  gains 
more  knowledge  and  intelligence  in  this 
life  through  his  diligence  and  obedience 
than  another,  he  will  have  so  much  the 
advantage  in  the  world  to  come."  D.  & 
C.,-130  :  19)  "  Knowledge  is  the  path- 
way to  God;"  the  "  Priesthood 

holdeth    the   key   of  the   mysteries   of   the 


kingdom^  ev|iif the  key  61  ct#e  knWledge 
of  Ml."  (E>.  &  C,  m:  19.)  In^scores 
of  places  in  sacred  writ,  knowledge  is  set 
forth  as  a  need  and. a  reward- e&those  who 
would  Conform  to  the  laws  of  the  plan 
of  .salivation. 

Authority  based  on  knoivieeige  may'  be 
called  absolute  authority.  There  is,  how- 
ever, another  type  known  as  derived 
authority.  One  who  knows  much  may 
direct  one  who  knows  less  to  perform 
certain  tasks.  The  highly  trained  elec- 
trician may  authorize  one  who  knows 
little  or  nothing  of  the  science  of  elec- 
tricity to  close  a  switch  and  thereby  to 
flood  a  whole  city  with  light.  In  some 
such  way  the  Lord,  possessing  a  fulness 
of  knowledge,  confers  upon  man,  who  has 
yet  much  knowledge  to  gain,  the  autho- 
rity (known  as  Priesthood  in  the  Church 
of  Christ)  to  perform  certain  acts  in  con- 
nection with  the  plan  of  salvation.  Since 
man's  knowledge  is  incomplete  and  im- 
perfect, his  authority  with  respect  to  the 
work  of  the  Lord  must  always  be  of  ;> 
compound   nature — absolute   and   derived. 

Nevertheless,  every  person  must  with 
all  his  might,  use  his  authority,  whether 
absolute  or  derived,  intelligently  and  in 
the  full  light  of  knowledge.  And,  he 
must  anxiously,  ceaselessly  seek  for  fur- 
ther knowledge  and  understanding,  so 
that  his  authority  may  be  exercised  pro- 
perly. A  servant  who  does  not  acquaint 
himself  with  his  duties  cannot  success- 
fully carry  out  the  requests  of  his  leader. 
The  first  obligation  of  a  person  (-ailed  to 
a  position. in  the  Church  is  to  learn  to 
know  and  understand  his  new  duties  and 
their  requirements,  to  add  knowledge  to 
knowledge  so  that  he  may  perform  his 
labours  to  the  satisfaction  of  all  con- 
cerned. The  act  of  ordination  to  the 
Priesthood,  or  the  setting  apart  to  an 
office  in  the  Church,  is  completed  only 
when  the  duties  implied  are  performed 
intelligently.  In  the  words  of  Brigham 
Young,  "  the  Priesthood  docs  not  wait 
for  ignorance." 

The   plan   of  salvation    was   formulated 
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and  put  into  operation  by  our  Father  in 
Heaven,  whose  knowledge  and  authority 
are   the   greatest.  The   Church    is   the 

agent  of  the  Lord  in  carrying  out,  on 
earth,  the  provisions  of  the  plan.  The 
Church  must  therefore  be  able  to  show 
that  its  authority  has  been  derived  from 
the  Lord.  This  was  done  historically 

in  four  visitations  to  the  Prophet  Joseph 
Smith,  three  of  which  were  participated 
in  by  Oliver  Cowdcry.  First,  in  1820, 
the  Father  and  the  Son  appeared;  in  1829, 
John  the  Baptist,  then  Peter,  James  and 
John  appeared  and  conferred,  respec- 
tively, the  Aaronic  and  Melchizedek 
Priesthoods;  and  in  1836,  several  per- 
sonages of  ancient  days  committed  their 
authority  to  the  present  dispensations. 
(D.  &  C.  110.)  These  visitors  who 
brought  authority  from  the  unseen  world 
had  received  their  authority  from  or 
could  trace  it  to  Jesus  the  Christ,  who  in 
turn  received  his  authority  from  His 
Father.  The  Priesthood  of  every  man 
in  the  Church  should  be  susceptible  of 
being  traced  back  to  the  Lord,  through 
Joseph  Smith  and  Oliver  Cowdery.  In 
fact  nearly  all  Priesthood  holders  in  the 
Church  do  possess  and  cherish  their 
Priesthood  pedigrees. 

Since  the  plan  of  salvation  is  the 
Lord's,  the  working  out  of  its  provisions 
on  earth  must  be  by  His  authority. 
Otherwise,  the  independent  assumption  of 
leadership  and  responsibility  by  various 
men  would  lead  to  disorder  and  chaos, 
both  repugnant  to  the  intelligent  mind ; 
and  might  injure  other  men,  for  all  live 
under  the  plan.  There  is  only  one 
source  of  authority  in  the  Church — that 
which  may  be  traced  back,  in  an  orderly 
manner,  to  the  visitations  to  Joseph 
Smith. 

The  authority  derived  from  the  Lord  is 
Known  as  Priesthood.  It  is  committed 
to  man  first  to  meet  personal  needs,  and 
also  to  be  used  within  the  Church  for 
carrying  out  the  purposes  of.  the  plan  of 
salvation.  Since    Priesthood    roots    in 

knowledge  and  the  intelligent  use  of 
knowledge,  it  must  be  a  real  force,  a  real 
power,  to  be  used  in  solving  any  or  all 
problems  of  life,  whether  personal  or 
within,  .the  Church.        Priesthood   is  more 


than  a  title.  It  may  be  likened  to  the 
•current  of  electricity  which  helps  man 
perform    his   work.  It   is   God's   great 

gift,  by  which  man  may  be  able 
measurably  to  do  God-like  works.  Again, 
in  the  words  of  Brigham  Young,  "  it  is 
the  law  by  which  the  worlds  are,  were, 
and   will  continue  forever." 

Authority  in  the  Priesthood  is  conferred 
according  to  divine  prescription.  Those 
holding  authority  confer  it  under  proper 
direction  upon  others  who  have  lesser 
authority,    or    who    have    none.  Those 

who  are  about  to  confer  the  Priesthood, 
or  set  apart  for  any  service  in  the  Church 
should  approach  their  Heavenly  Father, 
so  that  the  act  may  be  approver!  bv  Him 
— that  is,  every  formal  call  to  any  office 
in  the  Priesthood  or  the  Church  should 
be  of  God,  through  the  power  of  inspira- 
tion. Then,  by  '\,$fce  laying  on  of  hands 
by  those  who  are  irt  authority,"  the  pro- 
posed authority  is 1  conferred  upon  the 
candidate.  It  is  a.|Very  orderly,  simple 
procedure.  It     should     be     noted     that 

Priesthood  cannot  be  conferred  by  letter 
or  by  word  of  mouth,  but  only  physical 
contact,  by  "  the  laying  on  of  hands." 
This  was  made  clear  in  the  first  revela- 
tion to  Joseph  Smith,  which  says  "  I  will 
reveal  unto  you  the  Priesthood,  by  the 
hand  of  Elijah."     (D.  &  C,  Section' 2.) 

It.  is  evident  that  Priesthood,  esssen- 
tially  the  power  of  God,  may  exist, 
whether  or  not  the  Church  is  upon  earth. 
The  Lord  has  possessed  His  Priesthood 
or  power  from  "  the  beginning."  Never- 
theless, it  has  been  so  ordained,  that 
whenever  the  Church  of  God  is  upon 
earth,  all  Priesthood  on  earth  should 
function  within  it.  The  Church  is  the 
keeper,  under  the  Lord,  of  the  plan  of 
salvation,  and  of  the  Priesthood  neces- 
sary to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  the 
plan.  There  can  be  no  holders  of  the 
Priesthood  who  are  independent  of  the 
Church.  This  principle  is  brought  out 
forcefully  in  the  history  of  the  Church. 
Joseph  Smith  and  Oliver  Cowderv  had 
been  ordained  Apostles  by  Peter,  James 
and  John,  and  required  under  that  autho- 
rity to  organize  the  Church  of  Christ. 
Yet,  after  the  act  of  organization  was

UT  seek  ye  first  the  Kingdom  of 
God  in  all  its  righteousness  and 
all     these     things     shall    be     added     unto 

YOU." 

In  this  famous  sentence  taken  from  the 
"  Sermon  on  the  Mount,"  Jesus  strikes 
the  keynote  to  real  happiness.  Happi- 
ness is  the  measure  of  success  in  life,  and 
one  of  the  most  important  questions  in 
life  is  how  we  may  attain  happiness.  The 
Saviour  taught  that  the  struggle  for  gain 


should  not  be  first  and  foremost  in  our 
thoughts.  That   in   seeking  for  wealth 

and  position  in  life  we  try  so  hard  that 
oftimes  we  overlook  the  real  purposes  and 
aims  of  our  existence,  and  crowd  funda- 
mental truths  far  in  the  background.  He 
said,  among  other  things,  on  that  momen- 
tous occasion  :  "  Consider  the  lilies  of  the 
field,  they  toil  not,  neither  do  they  spin 
and  yet  I  say  unto  you  that  even  Solomon 
in  all  his  glory  was  not  arrayed  like  one 
of  these."  What  is  the  Master  trying 
to  teach  us  by  this  illustration?  Just 
this  :  That  we  are  to  put  more  trust  in 
our  Father— the  Giver  of  all  we  possess, 
and  that  if  God  will  take  care  of  His 
creations  of  nature,  is  it  not  reasonable 
that  He  will  likewise  provide  for  us,  His 
children?  What  then  must  we  do  to 
merit  God's  blessings,  both  spiritual  and 
temporal?  Let   us   repeat   again   what 

Christ  said:  "  Seek  ye  first  the  Kingdom 
of  God  in  all  its  righteousness  and  all 
these  things  shall  be  added  unto  you." 

We,  as  members  of  the  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints,  boldly 
claim  that  the  Kingdom  of  God  has  been 


re-established  on  the  earth  after  a  long 
dearth  of  spiritual  guidance.  And  that 
through  the  instrumentality  of  the  Pro- 
phet Joseph  Smith  the  fullness  of  the 
Gospel  and  the  authority  to  administer  the 
laws  thereof  were  again  restored  to  the 
earth. 

Granted  then  that  we  are  partakers  and 
members  of  the  Kingdom  of  God,  does 
that  alone  qualify  us  for  the  promised 
blessings ;  particularly  the  quotation 
which  reads:  "  And  all  these  things  (or 
blessings)  shall  be  added  unto  you."  No! 
indeed  not— we  must  be  doers  of  the 
word,  not  hearers  only. 

There  is  a  law  in  Heaven  upon  which 
every  blessing  is  predicated  and  in  order 
to  receive  that  blessing  we  must  under- 
stand that  law  and  use  it  in  our  lives. 
What  are  some  of  the  chief  attributes  of 
happiness?  Happiness  must  be  spiritual, 
mental  and  physical.  Another  axiom  of 
the  Saviour  is  :  "  Ye  shall  know  the  truth 
and  the  truth  shall  make  you  free." 

Then  in  seeking  alter  the  Kingdom  of 
God  and  its  righteousness  let  us  list  some 
of  the  main  factors  for  happiness  :  First, 
a  truthful  realization  of  the  issue  and  plan 
of  life.  A  knowledge  of  where  we  came 
from,  our  reasons  for  being  here  and  an 
assurance  of  a  life  and  continuance  here- 
after. Second,  an  unyielding  desire  to 
obey  the  laws  of  life.  Third,  full 
possession  of  our  powers.  Fourth,  a 
normal  continuance  unfolding  of  our 
natural  inborn  powers,  or  in  other  words 
progression. 

These  four  truths  should  take  care  of 
our  spiritual  and  mental  "  Health - 
Happiness."  What  natural  law  has  our 
Father  in  Heaven  provided  for  our 
physical  health?  The  word  of  wisdom 
is  the  law  given  whereby  we  may  attain 
untold  blessings  in  the  way  of  physical 
well-being. 

But  how,  one  may  ask,  can  we  gain 
temporally  by  seeking  first  the  Kingdom 
of  God?  Our  Father  in  His  wisdom  has 
provided  for  our  temporal  happiness  by 
the  law  of  Tithing.  In  the  3rd  chapter

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Selfishness  does  not  make  Happiness  nor  Joy

HE  truly  joyful  man  or  woman  is 
the  one  who  is  making-  a  sacri- 
fice for  an  ideal." 

Few  there  must   be   who  do   not   desire 
long   life  and  happiness.  Many   there 

are  who  seem  to  have  only  a  short  life 
and  misery.  Some  would  readily  agree 
with  Job  that  man  seems  to  be  born  to 
trouble,  and  for  them  life  is  one  long 
hopeless  struggle  to  escape  worry. 
Others    have    embarked    on    a    care-free 


existence,  but  having  started  unknow- 
ingly in  the  wrong  direction  have  lived 
long  enough  to  believe  that  there  is  no 
such  thing  as  "  lasting  happiness." 

How  many  there  are  who  hunger  and 
thirst  after  joy  that  forever  seems  to  elude 
them  !  It  is  because  they  search  for  it 
in  the  wrong  way  and  in  the  wrong  place. 
Maybe  they  do  not  realize  that  the  thing 
the  world  so  often  terms  happiness  is  not 
happiness  at  all — perhaps  they  have  still 
to  learn:  "  All  that  glitters  is  not  gold." 

Jesus  Christ  told  His  disciples  that  He 
would  give  them  a  joy  which  no  man 
could  take  from  them.  The  story  told 
in  the  New  Testament  in  every  way 
suggests  that  our  Lord  kept  His 
promise.  The  history  of  the  early 
church  shows  plainly  that  it  was  not  only 
to  the  Twelve  that  this  joy  was  to  come, 
but  to  everyone  who  strived  to  follow  His 
teachings.  What  did  the  Lord  mean? 
He  certainly  did  not  mean  that  they  were 
going  to  be  wealthy ;  nor  did  He  mean 
that  they  were  going  to  enjov  perfect 
health.  On  the  contrarv,  He  knew  well 
that    they    would    often    be    hungry    and 


homeless,  weary  and  worn,  tempted  and 
tossed.  He  told  them  also  to  be  pre- 
pared to  endure  persecution  and  death. 
All  these  things  they  suffered,  but  real 
joy  remained  in  their  hearts. 

There  is  a  difference  between  happiness 
and  joy.  Perhaps  it  would  be  true  to 

say  that  happiness  belongs  to  the  body 
and  that  joy  belongs  to  the  soul.  The 
early  Christians  were  often  unhappy  be- 
cause of  their  burdens,  but  they  had  joy 
in  their  hearts.  No  one  could  possibly 
be  happv  while  enduring  torture,  but 
nothing   can   destroy   a   heartfelt  joy. 

There  is  a  great  deal  of  misery  in  the 
world  but  it  is  usually  the  result  of  sin. 
A  lot  of  unhappiness  comes  because 
people  are  bent  on  making  themselves 
happy ;  each  in  his  own  selfish  way. 
Selfishness  is  a  most  certain  way  to  be- 
come miserable.  The  determination  to 
be  happy  at  all  costs  is  an  expensive  way 
to  bargain.  The  aim  of  the  Christian 
should  be  to  attain  joy  at  all  costs, 
though  the  joy  is  but  an  incidental  reward 
for  his  eagerness  to  do  the  right.  There 
is  nothing  worth  having  which  does  not 
cost  a  lot  in  the  eyes  of  the  world. 
According  to  the  values  of  the  world  the 
joy  of  the  Lord  can  be  most  expensive. 
Jesus  said,  "  What  shall  it  profit  a  man 
if  he  should  gain  the  whole  world  and 
lose   his  own  soul?  " 

If  we  believe  the  teaching's  of  the  Bible, 
we  know  that  true  joy  is  to  be  found  only 
by  following  the  way  of  the  Lord.  This 
does  not  mean  that  there  will  be  no  happi- 
ness, but  it  does  not  necessarily  assure  it. 
The  truly  joyful  man  or  woman  is  the  one 
who  is  making  a  sacrifice  for  an  ideal. 

According  to  worldlv  standards  the 
following  of  an  ideal  mav  bring  a  man  to 
temporary  ruin  but  they  are  blessed  who 
have  never  lost  sight  of,  and  who  have 
consistently  and  conscientiously  followed 
their  ideal  of  goodness.  They  may  never 
achieve  it  in  this  life,  but  thev  should 
not  despair  for  they  know  that  the  man 
who  achieves  what  he  aims  at  is  he  who 
aims  at  nothing.

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The  Articles  of  Faith. — From  page  21. 
accomplished,  Joseph  and  Oliver  were 
ordained  Elders  in  the  Church,  that  is  the 
Priesthood  that  they  had  received  was 
brought  under  and  made  a  part  of  the 
organization  of  the  Church.  Indeed, 
those  who  had  been  formerly  baptized,  for 
the  remission  of  their  sins,  including 
Joseph  and  Oliver,  were  rebaptized  to 
become  members  of  the  Church.  (D.  & 
C. ,  Sec.  22.)  Any  claim  to  Priesthood 
or  Priesthood  authority  bv  those  not 
members  of  the  Church  is  false  and 
invalid. 

Similarly,  excommunication  from  the 
Church  removes  from  a  man  every  vestige 
of  Priesthood  power  that  he  may  have 
possessed.  If  Priesthood  is  founded  in 
the  light  of  knowledge,  then  the  man  who 
allows  himself  to  descend  to  depths  of 
darkness  warranting  excommunication, 
cannot  legitimately  retain  his  Priesthood 
power.  Should  such  an  excommunicated 
person  repent  and  be  rebaptized,  he  must 
have  his  Priesthood  reconfirmed  upon  his 
head  by  the  laying  on  of  hands.  The 
claim  by  excommunicated  persons  that 
they  retain  their  Priesthood  is  also  false 
and  invalid.  The  Church  and  Priesthood 
are  interwoven  ;  when  the  Church  is  upon 
earth  neither  can  exist  independently. 

In  Summary  :  The  high  commission  of 
the  Church  requires  authority  from  the 
author  of  the  plan  of  salvation,  which  is 
in  the  keeping  of  the  Church.  This  has 
been  received  under  the  name  of  Priest- 
hood. Since  Priesthood  represents 
knowledge  intelligently  used,  every 
Priesthoodbearer  must  seek  enlighten- 
ment concerning  his  obligations  and 
privileges.  Every  Priesthood  act  should 
further  be  performed  after  an  appeal  to 
the  Lord  for  guidance,  and  in  harmony 
with  the  revealed  word  of  God.  When- 
ever the  Church  is  on  earth,  all  Priest- 
hood on  earth  is  a  part  of  its  organiza- 
tion ;  no  Priesthood-bearer  is  independent 
of  the  regularly  organized  Church. 

The  strength  and  power  of  the  Church 
are  in  its  divinely  given  Priesthood.  As 
it  functions  so  will  the  Church  prosper. 
In  fact  the  whole  truth  of  the  Church 
depends  on  the  validity  of  the  Priesthood 
of  the  Church.  Fearless  of  successful 


refutation,  the  Church  declares  that  to  it 
has  been  committed  the  authority  of  the 
Priesthood,  for  the  blessing  of  mankind 
and  the  advancement  of  the  plan  of 
salvation.
